It would seem that the peculiar circumstances of its meeting de-

A number of people do really seem to believe that we can go on 
with all the various states of the.earth still as sovereign and inde- 
pendent of each other as wild beasts ina jungle, with no common rule 
and no common law, and yet that we can contrive it that they will 
agree to make war only in a mild and mitigated fashion, after due no- 
ice and according to an approved set of regulations. 

Such ideas are quite seriously entertained and they are futile and 
dangerous ideas. A committee of the London League of Nations 
union, for example, has been debating with the utmost gravity 
whether the use of poison gas and the sinking of neutral ships to en- 


~ Piorce a blockade should be permitted, and whether “ all modern devel- 


opments ” in warfare should not be abolished. “ The feasibility of 
preventing secret prepatations and the advantages of surprise were 
also considered.” It is as if warfare was a game.

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 8.—The Lincoln 
Motor company™filed a voluntary peti- 
tion in bankruptcy in federal court 
here today.

Jury Locked 
Up; “Big Tim” 


Waits Verdict 


Jurors debating the fate of “Big 
Tim” Murphy and three others 
charged with the $385,000 Dearborn 
street mail robbery last April had 
reached no verdict at an early hour 
this morning. They retired to deliber- 
ate at 845 last night. 

Immediately after instructing the 
jury the judge announced that if a 
verdict were reached it would be sealed 
until this morning. 

Vincenzo Cosmano, Edward Geirum, 
and Paul Volanti, a delicatessen own- 
er, are the other three on trial. Pre- 
viously Ralph Teter and George Brad- 
ford, alias Hecker, mail clerks, entered 
Pleas of guilty and testified for the 
government. Peter Gusenberg, an- 
other defendant, escaped and has not 
peen apprehended. % 

Judge Explains Conspiracy. 

All are charged with conspiracy to 
rob the mails. Judge Landis devoted 
most of his instructions to explaining 
the nature of the conspiracy charges. 
He said the jurors should find all the 


pa 


the mails. He pointed out it would 


not be necessary to show that a man 


was On the scene when the robbery 
was committed to prove conspiracy. 

In the closing argument for the gov- 
ernment in the afternoon Assistant 
District Attorney John E. Northup de- 
manded a verdict of guilty in a state- 
ment that bristled with invective. - 

“These men ask you for an acquit- 
tal,” he said. “ They tell you that Mur- 
phy and three others are innocent, but 
I tell you their guilt has been conclu- 
sively proved. 

“Can’t Disregard Testimony.” 

“In his argument Senator Barbour, 
appearing for Mr. Murphy, has bitterly 
attacked the character of the main 
government witnesses. He has told you 
that you should disregard the evidence 
of Teter and Bradford because they 
were accomplices. That you cannot do. 

“These men in the second largest 
city in the United States pulled off a 
daylight robbery at the point of guns 
that for daring and disregard of life is 
enough to turn a man’s blood cold. 
This we have proved, not alone by the 
testimony of the accomplices but by 
corroborative evidence so overwhelm- 
ing, so conclusive, and so inexplicable 
that no other conclusion can be drawn 
but that all are guilty.” 

Previously Senator Barbour had 
launched a_ vitriolic attack against 
Teter and Bradford. —

This decision was reached by the 
President and his cabinet today at a 
session given over almost entirely to 
discussion of the emergency produced

jes. 

At a succeeding conference between 
Postmaster General Hays and Gen. Le- 
jeune, commandant of the marine 
corps, it was arranged to send detach- 
ments of marines to Chicago, St. Louis, 
Minneapolis, Kansas City, Dallas, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Cleveland, 
Boston, Philadelphia, New York, Rich- 
mond, and Atlanta. 

_ To Form Permanent Guard. 

The marines will be employed to 
guard p Postal stations, railway mail 
cars, and mail trucks pending the or- 
ganization of a permanent armed 
guard as a branch of the postal serv- 
ice. 

“The mails may be late, but they 
are not going to be lost,” asserted Mr. 
Hays. “The mails are going to be 
protected down to the last postal card, 
regardless of the cost to the service.” 

A new system of specially protected 
money shipments on the order of the 
Wells-Fargo methods of forty years 
ago is being put into effect. Speaking 
of the recent robberies, Mr. Hays said: 

“ There is no length to which the de-: 
partment will not go to gienpes these 
mail robberies. 

“In regard to the recent New York 
robbery, a hearing is in progress fixing 
the responsibility. Orders have been 
issued today suspending from the serv- 
ice Elijah M. Norris, superintendent of 
mails; Henry Lippman, superintendent 
of registry, and Walter S, Mayer, su- 
perintendent of money 
hearing will be continued.” 


I. C. BANDITS’ VICTIM DIES 


Search for the bandits who held up 
Illinois Central No. 3 near Paxton, IIL., 
Monday night assumed an added sig- 
nificance last night with word from 
Champaign, Ill., of the death in a hos- 
pital there of Arthur Moon of Chicago, 
Negro porter. 

Moon was shot in the abdomen and 
shoulder when he opened a vestibule 
door of the train and looked out to see 
why the mail car had been uncoupled. 
His death means that charges of mur- 
der will be placed against the bandits 
in addition to charges of train robbery. 


On Trail in Chicago. 

The search for the robbers is cen- 
tered in Chicago. Important informa- 
tion given Chief Postal Inspector A. E. 
Germer may lead to connecting sev- 
eral notorious Chicago police charac- 
ters with the crime. Inspectors are 
checking up on the whereabouts of 
several suspects. | 

Although the robbers obtained only 
$100 in cash and a few samples of little 
value being shipped to South American 
points, the contents of practically all 
the other pouches containing registered 
mail consigned from Canadian points 
were destroyed by the fire touched off 
by the bandits. Postal authorities 
probably will be unable to check up 
the complete property loss for a week. 

Firé Loss Not Large. 

It is not believed it will run high, 
however, as the train is not one that 
regularly carries large currency ship- 
ments. For this reason the postal au- 
thorities do not believe ¢be’ bandits 
were tipped off from “ inside” the post- 
office department. 

They are working on the theory that 
the job was executed by ex-railway 
employés or that the bandits had rid- 
den the train a number of times pre- 
viously in order to familiarize them- 
selves with the “ lay of the land” near 
the scene of the holdup. It is figured 
they just took a chance on striking a 
large currency shipment and lost out.

applied for a permit. According to the | 


permit all beer must be put in bottles, 
instead of kegs or barrels, as it was 
sold in the old days. 

The internal revenue department is 
to send a man to each brewery to act 
as a “ gauger’”’ of the amount brewed. 
It is required that the bottling estab- 
lishment be located in a building apart 
from the one in which the beer is 
made. The buildings are to be con- 
nected by pipes. 


Diagrams Must Be Furnished. 
Moreover, brewers applying for per- 
mits must bring to the prohibition en- 
forcement officers diagrams of their 
new buildings.

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ULSTER STATUS 
GRAVE, PREMIER 


GRAIG DECLARES 


BY JOHN STEELE.

LONDON, Nov. 8.—Sir James Craig, 
premier of Ulster, issued the follow- 
ing statement tonight: 

“The prime minister of northern 
Ireland spent another strenuous day in 
consultation with various influential 
leaders and he is preparing for a meet- 
ing of the Ulster cabinet. Although 
he knows the line he has adopted will 
meet with the unanimous approv al of 
the loyalists of Ulster the situation is 
so grave that he feels the responsibil- 
ity should be shared by the whole cab-. 
inet.” 

This statement was looked upon here 
tonight in two ways. Either it means 
Ulster will agree to the Lloyd-George 
Sinn Fein demands for a united Ire- 
land, “for the good of the British 
empire,” or Ulster is ready to kick 
over the traces and thus perhaps ruin 
the chances for Irish peace. 

The Ulster cabinet ministers will 
cross from Belfast tonight, arriving in 
London tomorrow morning. They will 
| immediately confer at the Savoy hotel 
with Craig. 

They will havea full day to consider 
and to discuss the matter before the 
conference with Prime Minister Lloyd 
George, to which they have been sum- 
moned, on Thursday evening. 

If the stand of the Belfast papers of- 


fers any indication, the ministers will 
refuse to budge from their present posi- 
tion. Such a course will mean the 
wrecking of the peace conference. 
The Northern Whig, 
Ulster paper, said today that it would 
rather see Ulster in flames than to ac- 
cept allegiance to the Dublin parlia- 
ment. 
Craig spent today conferring 
the English Unionist leaders, and is 
believed he received little comfort from 


it that quarter. Lord Edward Carson, his 
predecessor in the Ulster leadership, is 


said to have advised him to settle on 
the best possible terms, while Lord 
Birkenhead, who was Lord Carson’s 
galloper in the threatened Ulster rébel- 
lion of 1914, told him plainly that he 
would support .Mr. Lioyd George 
through thick and thin. 

The Ulster premier is said to have 
received similar information from Aus- 
ten Chamberlain, and even Mr. Bonar 
Law is said to have advised him that 
he could expect no support other than 
the forty-three “ die hards” who voted 
to censure the government last week. 


Harding Picks J. W. Riddle 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 8.—[{Spe-

American ambassador to Russia in | 


1906-09, has been selected by President 
Harding to be ambassador to Argen- 
tina, it was learned today. Mr. Riddle, 
a native of Philadelphia, entered the 
diplomatic service in 1893 as secretary 
of the American embassy in Constan- 
tinople. In 1900 he went to Russia as 
secretary of embassy. From 1903 until 
1905 he was diplomatic agent and con- 
sul general in Egypt and then was 
made minister to Roumania and Serbia, 
from which post he was promoted to 
be ambassador to Russia.

No one can become highly familiar 
with the history of eating without real- 
izing that fat foods make for comfort 
and well being, whild those people who 


i secanted fats in their diet have’ been |. 


nervous, high strung, and subject to 
those diseases from which a fat diet 
would protect them. What sort of a 


person, as to the flesh on his frame. 


dies of tuberculosis? 
Too much fat in the diet may lead to 
stupid, stolid behavior, but too little 


does not make people pleasant to live |. 


with. Humanity is prone to extremes. 
We of the thirteen states, and then of 
the rest, have used too little fat in 
our diet. We confounded fat with 
greasiness—hateful, ugly, even repul- 
sively greasy effects. 

One way to get fats intaq food with 
no greasy effects is to blend them with 
flour. To be comfortable, happy, and 
safe we need much fat in-our winter 
menus. A lamb stew made of shoulder 
of lamb, the thinnest part gf which 
contains far more fat in both bulk and 
calories than lean, is an inexpensive 
fat dish. It can be so prepared as to 
be like a nice gravy of a reduced meat 
stock or like a sauce heavy with butter 
fat but not greasy. ' 

Remove the skin or fell from the cut 
up pieces, rub each piece with a damp 


in seasoned flour. Haye a little fat in 
the kettle in which t stew is to be 
cooked, sear the pieces of floured meat 
welt on all sides, but do not have @ 
fire hot enough to scorch them; stir 
some onions and other vegetables to 
taste in the fat in the kettle, add water 
to cover meat or more, and other veg- 
etables, and gently cook till meat is 
tender. Before the water is added any 
left over flour or some in addition 
should be used to take up any fat in
